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Dr. Tripp, of 
Fernie, Addressed 
Lions Club 

Spoke on War And Its 

Aftermath: Stalin Described 

As a Genius. 

An interesting. address was de¬ 
livered by Dr. Tripp, of Fernie, to 
members of the Lions cluib on Mon¬ 
day evening. He is a member of 
the Fernie Rotary and an able 
speaker. He chose for his subject, 
“After The War.... What’” 

Russia, he said, had proved to be 
the biggest surprise of the war. A 
united people had stood up to the 
invader and was now successfully 
pushing him back. British and 
American aid in planes, guns and 
tanks had aided greatly in boost¬ 
ing the morale of the people in 
the knowledge that two of the 
world’s greatest democracies were 
aiding them. 

In the speaker’s opinion Ker- 
enski was the man that made Rus¬ 
sia. Lenin, trained by Germany, 
and Trotsky, he considered Ger¬ 
man satellites. Stalin, he con¬ 
sidered a genius. History had 
proved Stalin’s purge of pro-Ger¬ 
man officers in the Russian army to 
be necessary. His replacing them 
with young pro-Russian officers 
has resulted in the splendid fight 
at present being fought by the 
Russian people. He was also res¬ 
ponsible for building up among the 
people a great spirit of patriotism. 
Hitler he blamed for spreading the* 
fear of communism throughout the 
world. It was Dr. Tripps firm 
conviction that Russia after the 
war would settle back into a peace 
loving nation. 

The United States he blamed for 
much of the present world's strife. 
Had the States taken membership 
in the League of Nations instead of 
dropping out) of world affairs after 
the Treaty of Versailles, it is very 
probable that the totalitarian pow¬ 
ers would not have been given the 
freedom they enjoyed to attack 
and over run the small countries. 

The peace treaty which will be 
signed after this war must have a 
solid basis to work on and be 
changed through the years to meet 
changing conditions. He thought 
that an international police force 
would be created to police the con¬ 
quered countries and to report to 
the League of Nations, or which¬ 
ever body is set up to study and 
direct international affairs, the in¬ 
dustrial progress of these coun¬ 
tries. 

Dr. Tripp advocated trading with 
Germany, Italy and Japan after the 
war in goods which Canada could 
not grow or produce economically. 
A believer of free trade he blamed 
the last depression, which spread 
over the world, the result of high 
tariffs built up by governments of 
various countries.

In a recent article, attention was drawn to the fact that the 
the Pacific would shut off, for a time at least, a part of the world from 
which we obtain a considerable quantity of much needed supplies. It 
rather informative to learn that in a 1 large area now involved in war with 
Japan is produced about ninety-one per cent, of the world’s rubber. 
British Malaya, where the Japs have been concentrating a considerable 
number of their fighting forces, there are large rubber plantations. Also 
in India, Burma and other British possessions. Some fifty-three per cent, 
of the world’s supply comes from these countries. The Japs have also been 
paying considerable attention to the Netherlands East Indies as well as tc 
Indo-China and Thailand. From the Netherlands East Indies comes thirty- 
nine per cent, of the rubber and from Indo-China and Thailand some seven 
per cent. In these same areas are also to be found rich oil fields. British 
and American capital has been heavily invested in the development of 
these rich oil resources, and Dutch interests have also been a large factor. 

Important Supply Source 

It may not be generally known that some seventy-five per cent, of 
the world's supply of tin is mined in that section of southeastern Asia 
which the Japanese hordes have set out to dominate. Sugar is also pro¬ 
duced in large quantities in Hawaii as well as in the Philippines. For our 
cordage requirements, an important source of supply of jute and hemp 
has been India. Japanese air and naval activity may be expected to in¬ 
terfere with deliveries from India of this important product as well as 
wool and many other imports from Australia. Shipments of tea from 
Asia over the Pacific route will be naturally interfered with. 

Would Look Elsewhere 

The story of the establishment of rubber plantations in Sumatra, Java, 
Malaya and other surrounding districts is a very interesting one. A few 
decades ago the Amazon valley was the sole source of crude rubber, and 
it is estimated that there are many millions of wild rubber trees deep in 
the Brazilian jungles which could be utilized. The cultivation of rubber 
trees in British Malaya, effectively put an end to the tapping of wild rub¬ 
ber trees in Brazil, but as late as 1912 this country supplied 45,000 tons 
of crude rubber for the world’s markets. As an emergency source it is 
believed that we could again look to Brazil for a portion of our require¬ 
ments. All that is necessary is to provide a sufficient incentive to the 
natives to again penetrate the jungles and tap the wild rubber trees. 
Apparently the supply i% unlimited, if it is found economically possible to 
overcome the difficulties in the way of procuring labor and transportation. 
It is estimated that a price of around 35 cents a pound would be sufficient 
to cover the cost. At the present time the price of crude rubber is some¬ 
what less, but as present stocks dwindle and the scarcity increases, the 
price factor will have to give way to dire necessity.

Blood Donated By Canadians Helps 
Bomb Victims In Britain 

More than 26,000 pints of blood 
was contributed by Canadians last 
year after the Red Cross established 
its blood-donoring service Feb. 15, 
1940. The blood, processed into 
powder at the Connaught Labora¬ 
tories in Toronto for transfusions to 
war victims, was received in 40.000 
individual donations at 29 depots 
spread throughout Canada. 

In its powder form, the blood keeps 
indefinitely. It is put up in air¬ 
tight vacuum bottles and already it 
has been used in treatment of bomb 
victims in the British Isles.

The doctor cheers his sick patient 
when he feels anything but cheerful 
about the condition. The store¬ 
keeper boasts about prosperity being 
just around the comer when he feels 
and looks far from prosperous. The 
lawyer encourages his client even 
when he feels they are going to lose 
the case. The tea hostess acts very 
cheerful when she has a splitting 
headache; and Mother often hides 
worry from Dad, by pretending she 
is especially gay that night and 
persuading him to go out with her to 
the neighbors to get away from it all. 

For acting on the stage, the pre¬ 
tense is more deliberate, more 
studied, and this can only be achieved 
by tireless effort on the part of the 
individual and the ability to take 
constructive criticsm from the direc¬ 
tor and other members of the cast 
who sense that it is not just right. 
We can’t all be George Arliss or 
Bette Davis, but we all were born 
with a body, that can be taught to 
be supple, a voice that can be trained 
to produce pleasant and interesting 
sounds, and emotibns that can be 
produced at a moment’s notice like 
water from a tap. But it all takes 
time, and a great deal of personal 
effort. However, the reward is well 
worth the effort, especially in these 
days of taut nerves.

another while you have a glass of 
milk or a biscuit. Hence, therefore, 
men whose condition requires such 
treatment must be found jobs at the 
base or, if there is no room there, 
must return to civilian life where 
they will be perfectly capable of 
carrying on.

Put one of those men 
in the Army where he must be pre¬ 
pared to move with his unit at a 
moment’s notice, to stay with that 
unit come what may and the disabil¬ 
ity which was not a disability in civil¬ 
ian life poses another problem for 
the Medical Officer.. 

Until I pestered the Director-Gen¬ 
eral of Medical Services for the an¬ 
swer to the question, “Why do you 
need re-inforcements where there 
no fighting?" I was inclined to 
chuckle with glee at the patriotic 
volunteer who put one over the 
Medical Board and got into the Army 
despite a defect that he knew ex¬ 
isted. I have changed my tune now 
that I look at it from the point of 
view of the taxpayer who pays that 
man his $1.30 a day, I have no 
doubt that nothing but patriotism 
underlies the desire to out-wit 
Medical Board, but when finally the 
defect so skillfully covered up be¬ 
comes apparent the mistaken patriot 
has cost his fellow taxpayers hun¬ 
dreds of dollars and is himself un¬ 
able to fulfil the high duty of fight¬ 
ing for his country. 

He is another of the reasons why 
the individual citizen’s army needs 
s-inforcements while there is no 
fighting.

Value Of Canadian Dollar Remains 
Fixed For The Present 

Ottawa.—The official rate of ex¬ 
change maintained by the foreign 
exchange control board here which 
sells United States dollars at a pre¬ 
mium of 10 per cent, over Canadian 
dollars, will be continued for the 
present, a financial spokesman said. 

| No consideration has been given 
to any change, he said when told of 
reports that discussions to bring the 
Canadian dollar up to a par with 
the United States dollar were in pro- 
! gress. 

The board fixed the present rate 
shortly after it was set up early in 
the war and has maintained it ever 
since. The board provides the New 
York funds required by Canadians to 
meet obligations in the United States 
at the fixed rate. 

From time to time there have been 
reports Washington and Ottawa were 
getting together to bring the two 
currencies to a parity, but the 
spokesman said it was not feasible 
at the present time.

Keep A Bright Outlook 

“Turn your face to the sunshine and the shadows 
will fall behind you.”

The mental at¬ 
titude is all important in meeting the day’s problems, 
which often fade into insignificance if tackled with a 
cheerful outlook and sunny disposition. The first 
month of the year is a good time to get in shape for 
the coming year’s tasks. 

Another phrase is, “If you want the rainbow, you 
must have the rain.” Fanny Brice, popular singer for 
Victor records, sang this several years ago. You can’t 
have pleasures without some compensating factors, in 
reverse. Life is made up of joys and sorrows, but the 
joys for the great majority exceed the sorrows, other¬ 
wise life would not be so pleasant. Keep ahead of the 
hard tasks; in fact tackle them first, then the rest will 
be easy. Self-discipline is as essential to right living as 
eating and drinking in moderation. The trouble is that 
many learn these lessons of life too late, otherwise a 
great more pleasure would be their’s. 

Selection of Municipal Candidates 

Municipal elections in towns and villages will be 
held shortly. Some candidates stand for office through 
their own self-seeking, because they may have a pet 
peeve to ventilate. Some seek office because they like 
to be in the public eye. Some because they feel the 
urge to take a share of the responsibility of carrying on 
the business of their communities in true democratic 
style. Others stand for nomination at the request of 
friends who have confidence in their judgment and 
ability to give impartial study to local affairs, and it 
is this class of public servant who is in the majority, 
otherwise local government would not operate as 
smoothly as is the general rule. 

Of course, there are varying degrees of enterprise in 
local councils, and the evidence of this is seen in public 
improvements, as a rule. Often one town will go 
ahead while its neighbor just stays in the rut. It is 
not because of lack of faithful service that this hap¬ 
pens, but because the difference lies in one having vi¬ 
sion and ambitions which are put into execution, 
while the other just stands pat and will not venture 
into undertakings for the advancement of the com¬ 
munity. 

Opportunities for Young Men to Serve 

That is why it is always a good plan to encourage 
young men to take an interest in local affairs. They 
are more impulsive, it is true, but there usually is more 
of an air of progress inherent in them than in older 
men who though possessing mature judgment are 
liable to become too conservative in outlook, and view 
their course of life as being on the wane instead of 
spreading before them, with new heights to be con¬ 
quered, new problems to be solved. Self-contentment 
from a business standpoint leads to stagnation. Young¬ 
er men can give good service, and their energy and tal¬ 
ents should be used in local affairs. It is well to re¬ 
member these points in selecting candidates for our 
councils and school boards. Giving them a share of 
responsibility in local government makes them feel 
that they too, are a vital force, and gives them exper¬ 
ience which in turn might be very advantageous in 
their respective communities. 

Union or Party Government—Which? 

We were mildly brought to task following our last 
issue in favoring the proposal that has gained wide¬ 
spread support throughout the Dominion for Union 
government and selective conscription. The party of 
the opposite view claimed that Premier Mackenzie 
King is being blamed unfairly for not forming a Union 
government, that he was elected by the majority, and 
that he is justified in not proclaiming conscription 
without allowing the people to vote on it. In view of 
the fact that it is the workers who have to bear the 
brunt of the war effort, both in men serving in the 
armed forces and those working in factories, besides 
the farmers who must produce all important food sup¬ 
plies, the view is held that owing to war conditions 
having changed a great deal since the Dominion elec¬ 
tion, that there is also a great change in public opinion. 
The country is not in a mood to engage in controversy 
when the vital issue is to help win the war in the least 
possible time. That undoubtedly is the desire of the 
great majority, and any measure which will help to 
promote greater effort and national unity instead of al¬ 
lowing party politics to interfere should be the prime 
factor in governing the war policy of Premier King and 
his cabinet. 

If it is cold weather, we get snow or below zero tem¬ 
peratures.

Instructions 
Issued Controlling 
Wartime Wages 

The National War Labour Board 
has issued instructions to Cana¬ 
dian employers and employees in 
regard to the Wartime Wages and 
Cost of Living Bonus Order (P.C. 
8253). 

As detailed in the advertisement 
appearing elsewhere in this issue, 
these instructions define what are 
national industries falling within 
the scope of the National War La¬ 
bour Board at Ottawa, and those 
that come within the jurisdiction 
of provincial, or regional war la¬ 
bour (boards. 

Since wage control, together 
with price control, have become in¬ 
tegral parts of Canada’s wartime 
design for living, the National War 
Labour Board has considered it ne¬ 
cessary to demarcate, for the pur¬ 
poses of the administration of the 
Order, the respective jurisdictions 
of the national and regional boards. 

In general, national employers 
are designated as those whose op¬ 
erations—such as transportation 
and public utilities, etc.—are inter¬ 
provincial in character, or those 
whose industrial activities—parti¬ 
cularly mining and shipbuilding— 
are closely related to the national 
war effort as a whole. 

Regional employers are consid¬ 
ered those in which the operations 
of the industry or business is de¬ 
finitely within provincial or muni¬ 
cipal boundaries. In this category 
fall most war production plants, 
all sections of retail and whole¬ 
sale trade, and services, etc. 

Employers and employees in the 
national field should address their 
communications to the secretary, 
the National War Labour Board, 
Ottawa, while those in the Region¬ 
al category should address them¬ 
selves to the Regional War Labour 
Board in care of their respective 
provincial governments. 

Interpretative rulings on the 
Order have been issued in bulletin 
form, and these may be obtained on 
application to any regional war 
labour board.

Instructions to Canadian Employers and 
Employees concerning the Wartime Wages 
and Cost of Living Bonus Order, P.C. 8253. 

T HIS Order of the Dominion Government— 
which under the War Measures Act stabilizes 
wage rates and requires employers to pay a cost 
of living bonus — provided for the establishment 
of National and Regional War Labour Boards 
to administer the Government’s policy. 

National Employers 

Communications from employers and employees 
in the following employments should be address¬ 
ed to the Secretary, National War Labour Board, 
Ottawa: 

(1) the operation of lines of steam or other ships, railways, 
canals or telegraphs, including all services ancillary 
thereto, connecting any province with any other or 
others of the provinces or extending beyond the limits 
of the province; 

(2) the operation of any system of air, bus or truck trans¬ 
portation connecting any province with any other or 
others of the provinces or extending beyond the limits 
of the province; 

(3) the operation of any electrical power or transmission 
works connecting any province with any other or others 
of the provinces or extending beyond the limits of any 
province, or serving two or more provinces; 

(4) mining; 

(5) the operation of any shipyard; 

(6) all undertakings located in the Yukon or Northwest 
Territories. 

Regional Employers 

Employers and employees in employments other 
than those above designated should address their 
communications to the Regional War Labour 
Board in care of their respective provincial 
governments.

Churchill’s Visit Intensified 
War Effort 

There is every intimation along 
Parliament Hill that the series of 
conferences held in Washington 
and Ottawa, which included the 
visit of Prime Minister Winston 
Gkurchill to both capitals, will re- 
sufy in not only co-ordinating the 
war efforts of all the Allies but it 
will greatly intensify the nature 
and extent of Canada’s contribu¬ 
tion to the struggle. Although sev¬ 
eral important conferences have al¬ 
ready been held by the leaders, yet 
these are likely to be merely fore¬ 
runners of a larger and broader 
gathering, with the certainty that 
in any total war effort by the Al¬ 
lies Canada will make a maximum 
contribution in complete accord¬ 
ance with the tasks assigned to 
this country in the military and 
economic scheme of things. 

Free French and Those Islands 

It seems to be the impression in 
well-informed circles that the Free 
French forces’ acdon in seizing the 
Islands of St. Pierre and Miquelon 
has received much more stress or 
much more publicity than this ac¬ 
tion deserves. In other words, its 
importance has been greatly exag¬ 
gerated far beyond its rightful 
place in the world of diplomacy. 
It may have caused some embar¬ 
rassment in official quarters in 
Ottawa, but under no circum¬ 
stances did it create the excite¬ 
ment or tension that was attri¬ 
buted to it. Of course, these islands 
are of tremendous strategic values 
both to the United States and Can¬ 
ada. However, there is no inclina¬ 
tion to doubt that a peaceful and 
satisfactory settlement will be 
made with the Vichy Government 
about their future control or sover¬ 
eignity, particularly for the dura¬ 
tion of the war. 

Oil Rationing Policy Unavoidable 

In view of the continuous in¬ 
crease of the oil requirements of 
Canada’s war undertakings and 
the amount of supplies available or 
to be available in future, it appears 
certain in the capital that oil ra¬ 
tioning on a full scale will come 
into force as originally planned by 
the authorities. Canada produces 
only about 15 per cent of its oil re¬ 
quirements, and of the amount im¬ 
ported, 74 per cent is brought in 
by tanker, 22 per cent by pipeline, 
and 4 per cent by railways. More¬ 
over, war needs have increased re¬ 
quirements from about 45,000,000 
barrels in a normal year to present 
demands for about 63,000,000 bar¬ 
rels a year. 

World Against Underworld 

It may not be realized by the 
man-in-the-street in Canada but an 
experienced observer along Par¬ 
liament Hill is in a position to 
know that the leaders of this nation 
are living through days and nights 
of untold and unimaginable events, 
with the strong probability that 
these passing events will not be 
known until the war and its stories 
have become nothing more than 
pages of history that will record 
in dried ink how the Allies of the 
Brtish Commonwealth of Nations, 
United States, Russia, China, and 
the others gained a complete vic¬ 
tory over the Axis. It means that 
well-informed circles in the capital 
are now absolutely certain about 
the final outcome of this total war. 
Indeed, it is held in the capital that 
this is really a war between the 
world and the underworld, between 
men and devils, and between the 
forces of civilization and barbar¬ 
ism. There is a quiet feeling ot 
confidence and there are three 
main reasons for this attitude, 
namely the staggering superiority 
of resources possessed by the Allies 
over those of the Axis, including 
manpower, territory, raw mater¬ 
ials, etc., the superiority of indus¬ 
trial power of the Allies, and cer¬ 
tain military events of recent 
weeks that emphasized that the 
might of the enemies has been ex¬ 
aggerated.

All ranks of the Canadian Wo¬ 
men’s Army Corps are permitted to 
wear the “Canada” badge, it was 
announced in corps orders.

Make Barrage Balloons 

British Women Work In Factory 
Where No Men Allowed 

No men allowed in this war factory 
somewhere in Wales. 

Only women and a few made-in- 
America sewing machines are em¬ 
ployed. Their products are the huge 
barrage balloons ’guarding English 
cities and port towns, made with 
nimble, feminine hands. 

A typical balloon is made of panels 
440 meters wide, of aluminum coat¬ 
ed cloth glued together at the edges, 
reinforced with stitching, then more 
glue and tape inside 'las well as out. 
Two miles of tape are used in just 
one balloon and there are over 500 
small • accessories that make up the 
fins, the rudder, the moorings and 


light and free, but I saw 12 people 
struggling to carry a 600-pound de¬ 
flated bag. 

A balloon contains an ahimal-like 
diaphragm. In the factory they call' 
it a balloonet, but in all reality it is 
a diaphragm. The lighter-than-air 
gas goes into the upper compart¬ 
ment and the air underneath. The 
diaphragm, like ours, moves up and 
down with the expansion and con¬ 
traction of the gas inside. 

The fin on a Hyde Park balloon 
looks absurdly small, but one can 
stand in one just like it with lots of 
overhead room to spare. 

Draftswomen mark out and Cut the 
material into intricate patterns and 
girls scrape the aluminum off the 
edge in preparation for glueing. The 
sewing is done with American ma¬ 
chines, and the balloon parts go on 
to the pasting room.

NATIONAL HEALTH EDUCATION 

In an article in the United Church 
Observer, Dr. Gordon Bhtes, General 
Director of the Health League of 
Canada, has called upon the federal 
government to assume leadership in 
a national health education campaign, 
to call regular conferences with the 
provinces, and to plan carefully 
specific health programs on a nation¬ 
al scale. 

Dr. Bates, in his article, argues 
that neglect of the problem of na¬ 
tional health costs the Dominion 
government nothing. He points out 
that costs of sickness are borne by 
the provinces, not by the Federal 
government. He states that Ottawa 
would be swifter to act if the prov¬ 
inces dumped the cost of sickness on 
to the federal government to pay. 
But provincial institutions, hospitals, 
sanitoria, etc., for the care of the 
sick are kept up by provincial gov¬ 
ernments. 

“The present system under which 
we have nine different health plans, 
with little or no attempt to deal 
with any health program on a na¬ 
tional scale, is far from satisfactory," 
he points out. 

One province, for instance, has 
achieved something remarkable in the 
setting up of a physical fitness pro¬ 
gram for youth. But little is done 
in the other provinces along this line. 
One province has passed a law mak¬ 
ing it compulsory to pasteurize all 
milk. But nothing happens in the 
other provinces, where unsafe milk 
continues to be sold. The infant and 
maternal mortality rate in some 
Canadian provinces is good. In others 
it Is disgraceful. Some Canadian 
cities have managed completely to 
eliminate diphtheria. But in other 
centres this dread disease continues 
to take its toll in children’s lives. 

“In our democratic system, the 
public has in their power the ability 
to see that the ideal of national 
health is achieved,” Dr. Bates said. 
"Public opinion can be roused. Pub¬ 
lic opinion can be changed. Public 
opinion can determine the policy of 
a government. The time to act for 
a national health program is now.
